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Italian Officer Views 
Mechanization Trend

(The following article was written 
for the Army and Navy Journal by 
Major de Rysky, an Italian writer on 
military and naval subjects. It is par- 
ticularly interesting in that it sets 
forth a prevalent Italian viewpoint to- 
ward the subject of mechanization and 
the use of Cavalry.)

HE World War still lives in the 

minds of all, and the fearful im- 
pression it has left behind inspires 
all of the Nations of the World, who 
all endeavor, if not by the same means, 
at least by the same impulse, to ward 
off the danger of a new war. 

However, the remembrance of the 
war, among technicians, and as re- 
gards the development of operations, 
strategy, tactics, and the efficiency of 
new war means and new armed forces, 
appears to be weakened, inasmuch as, 
under cover of new experience, they 
attempt to assert theories and prin- 
ciples which, in reality, have very lit- 
tle to do with the experience afforded 
by the World War and by preceding 
ones. 

A great many, under the sway of 
their personal impressions, assert ab- 
solutist and extreme measures, on 
which they would base the organiza- 
tion and training of modern armies, 
abjuring all that has been done in the 
past. Amongst the extreme theories 
which, though they doubtless present 
some good features, yet cannot be to- 
tally accepted, we have that sustain- 
ing the necessity of completely ‘“‘mech- 
anizing” the armies, by replacing men 
and horses. by machines. 

Truth to say, new inventions, par- 
ticularly in the military field, have 
never replaced the old war means; 
they have complicated war exceedingly,

USS Omaka Wins Trophy 





HE USS Omaha, flagship of Cruiser 

~ Division 3, Scouting Force, is award- 
ed the Battle Efficiency Pennant for 
the competition year 1930-1931, having 
stood first in gunnery, first in en- 
gineering and second in communication 
in the light cruiser class. 

Announcement of the standings of 
cruisers in battle efficiency and guu- 
nery is held up, pending decision as 
to whether there shall be separate com- 
petition for the 10,000 ton cruisers. 

The Salt Lake City stands first 
among the large cruisers in gunnery, 
although topped by several of the 
small cruisers. None of the eight-inch 
gun vessels steamed sufficient mileage 
for there to be an engineering competi- 
tion, and consequently no battle effi- 
ciency winner. If the large cruisers 
are placed in a separate class, as is 
expected, it will alter the standings of 
the small cruisers in gunnery from 
what they would be if all were grouped 
together. 

The Omaha was commanded by Capt. 
J. Downes, until her exchange of sta- 
tion and personnel with the USS De- 
troit, which was effected at Panama in 
March, 1931. Capt. A. C. Pickens com- 
manded the Omaha from that time un- 
til the end of the -com>etition year. 
Captain Downes and Captain Pickens 
will be awarded a letter of commenda- 
tion by the President of the United 
States. 

The Secretary of the Navy will ad- 
dress letters of commendation to Lt. 
Comdr. F. E. Beatty, gunnery officer, 
and Lt. Comdr. H. J. Redfield, engineer 
officer, and certdin other officers of 
the Omaha. 

The Omaha will retain possession of 
the Gunnery Trophy for the cruiser 
class for another year and will take’

Army at Rapidan

West Pointers Only Held 


Entitled “Graduation Leave’

N making final ruling on a case 

which has been dragging. along 
since 1923, the Comptroller General in 
a decision made public this week held 
that there is no provision of law au- 
thorizing graduation leave for mid- 
shipmen at the Naval Academy and 
that the law and Army regulation 
granting “graduation leave” to cadets 
of the Military Academy is not ap- 
plicable to graduates of the Naval 
Academy, who are entitled to take 
only their 30 days annual leave on 
graduation. 

The question of “graduation leave” 
was raised by. Ist Lt. Robert H. 
Rhoads, USMC, now ‘ stationed at 
Quantico, Va., who was graduated from 
the Naval Academy; June 7, 1923, and 
the same day appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the Marine Corps. On June 
9 of that year the Major General Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps granted 
him: leave from June 10 to July 8. The 
Comptroller held that he had only 
two days’ annual leave due him during 
the balance of that fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1923, and accordingly his ac- 
count was debited with the amount of 
pay and allowances credited him for 
the period of “excess leave” June 12 to 
30, amounting to $76.31. 

Lieutenant Rhoads contended that 
the leave granted him was “gradua- 
tion leave” and that he was entitled to 
full pay and allowances, citing laws 
governing leave privileges of graduate 
cadets of the Military Academy ap- 
pointed second lieutenants in the 
Army. 

The Comptroller General denied that 
claim, sustaining the former decision 
as follows: 

“Section 1265, Revised Statutes, pro- 
vides: 

Officers when absert on account of sickness 
or wounds, or lawfully absent from duty and 
waiting orders, shall receive full pay;. when 
absent with leave, for cther causes, full pay dur- 
ing such absence not exceeding in the aggregate 
thirty days in one year, 7nd half-pay during 
such absence exceeding thir.y days in one year. 
When absent without leave, they shall forfeit 
all pay during such absence, unless the absence 
is excused as unavoidable. 


“The act of July 29, 1876, 19 Stat. 


102, provides: 

That an act approved May eighth, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, in regard to leave 
of absence of Army officers, be, and the same 
is hereby, so amended that all officers on duty 
shall be allowed, in the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of War, sixty days’ leave of absence 
without deduction of pay or allowance: Pro- 
vitied, That the same be taken once in two 
years; And provided further, That the leave of 
absence may be extended to three months, if 
taken only in three years, or four months if 
taken only once in four years. 

“These laws, relating to the leave of 
absence of commissioned officers of the 
Army on the active list, being a re- 
striction on pay, were made applicable 
to commissioned officers of the Marine 
Corps by section 1612, Revised 
Statutes, and to commissioned officers 
of the Navy by section 13 of the act

Orders providing for the transfer of 
the troops at Ft. Lincoln, N. Dak., to 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., and tie 
abandonment of the former post, have 
been suspended, Maj. Gen. Johnson 
Hagood, commanding the 7th Corps 
Area, announced. 

The prospective abandonment of Ft. 
Lincoln aroused a storm of protest 
from the citizens of that community. 
The following units are stationed 
there: Headquarters, 3rd Battalion, 
4th Infantry, Detachment 19th Sig- 
nal Service Company, and Detach- 
ments: of Finance Department, Medi- 
cal Department, Ordnance Departmcnt 
and Quartermaster Corps. 

Secretary Hurley during his stop at 
Spokane, Wash., was quoted as advis- 
ing citizens of that community to pre- 
pare for the expansion of Ft. George 
Wright by obtaining additional land 
adjacent to it. Ft. George Wright is

Bombing of Mt. Shasta 





IFFICULTIES experienced by 

bombers of the Army Air Corps 
in finding the old hulk Mount Shasta, 
which bad weather kept them from 
bombing on Aug. 11, has drawn con- 
siderable twitting from Assistant ‘Sec- 
retary of the Navy for Air David S. 
Ingalls. 

Mr. Ingalls led the attack, when he 
made public a letter addressed to Sec- 
retary of War Hurley facetiously of- 
fering the Naval Air Service to “eith- 
er guide and convoy the Army bomb- 
ers to and from the target, or, if nec- 
essary, even undertake the entire mis- 
sion of finding and destroying by 
bombs, said old hulk.” 

In his letter Mr. Ingalls “recalled 
with interest an incident which oc- 
curred during the President’s trip to 
the Virgin Islands on board the USS 
Arizona last Winter.” He reminded 
Secretary Hurley that “on a certain 
occasion when contact between the bat- 
tleship and one of our cruisers failed, 
you very kindly offered before various 
and sundry representatives of that au- 
gust body known as ‘the press,’ to 
furnish and afford the Navy an Army 
plane to assist us in effecting a con- 
tact.” 

“In view of your past consideration 
and helpful spirit, I wish at this time 
to reciprocate in like manner,” As- 
sistant Secretary Ingalls stated. 

From Mr. Ingall’s office there also 
emanated copies of a poem recounting 
the troubles of an imaginary Army air- 
man who ventured out to sea. The 
verse, the authorship of which was not 
announced, was “Dedicated to Patrick 
J. Hurley, Secretary of War.”

New USAT Republic 
On N. Y.-Manila Run 





‘THE War Department has .acquired 

possession of the~well-fitted liner 
SS Republic, until recently operated 
by the United States Lines on the New 
York to Plymouth, Cherbourg and Ham- 
burg run, and will place it in the Army 
Transport Serviee. In exchange the 
Army will transfer to the Shipping 
Board the semi-freighters USAT Cam- 
brai and Somme. 

The Republic, which will retain that 
name in the Army Transport Service, 
actually passed into the Army’s pos- 
session on Aug. 10, when she was run 
from the piers at Hoboken over to the 
Army Base at Brooklyn, where she will 
be repainted white like the other ves- 
sels of the Army Transport Service. 
Post Exchange facilities will be added 
and later talking pictures installed. 
The vessel was taken over “as is,” in- 
cluding all silverware, china, linen, fur- 
niture and furnishings. ; 

The newly acquired vessel will be 
placed into operation on the New York 
to Manila run, alternating on that run 
with the USAT Grant. The Cambrai 
is due in New York Oct. 27, at the con- 
clusion of its Honolulu run, at which 
time it will be turned over to the Ship- 
ping Board. The Republic will take 
up the service from there on, sailing 
about Nov. 4 for Sap: Francisco and 
Manila. Capt. W. T. Oliver, master 
of the San Mihiel, will become master 
of the Republic.

The War Department announcement 
follows:

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Press Comments On Enunciation Of New Naval Policy Non-committal 





WHILE editors comment freely on the new naval policy recently enunciated 

by Secretary of the Navy Adams to build the Navy up to the limit speci- 
fied in the London Naval Pact, few of them favor or disfavor the policy 
heartily. Many claim “gratification” for the advocates of national defense. 
Others seem doubtful because of the expense that the carrying out of the 
policy would entail, and a few are frankly suspicious of the determination of 
Secretary Adams to support the policy that he announced. 


“THE revised version of American naval policy, drawn up by the General 

Board and approved by Secretary Adams, Is so worded as to make it 
appear that the United States intends to build up its Navy to treaty strength 
and to keep the fleet ready for war emergency,” states the Washington, D. C., 
Post (Independent). 

“At the same time it is evident that the Navy Department will be half- 
hearted and apologetic in asking Congress for authority to build necessary 
vessels. Secretary Adams’ attitude at the last session was virtually a hint to 
Congress that he did not wish to build up the Navy. So it was not built up. 
The naval construction bill was scrapped. 

“During the coming session the unemployment situation will hold the 
center of the stage. * * * It will then be impossible to reach treaty equality 
by 1936, and the great naval powers will go into conference with the United 
States in a decidedly inferior position. What concession may then be expected 
from Great Britain or Japan? * * * If the United States should go into the 
conference without an Army and with an enfeebled Navy it will have little 
influence in bringing about a limitation of world armaments. It will take its 
place with Siam and Belgium as a supplicant to great armed powers, begging 
them to have mercy. 

“When the head of the Navy declares that it is America’s policy to possess 
a Navy ‘second to none,’ the people expect him to be as energetic in building up 
the Navy to its proper place as he is in advertising his desire to practice 
economy. Unfortunately the tenor of the new declaration indicates that it is 
the intention of the Navy Department to maintain only a skeleton Navy, on the 
theory that it will serve as the nucleus of a real Navy which can be built up 
rapidly if the need should arise. That was the policy of Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison, and the effect of it was demonstrated when the President of 
the United States skedaddled out of Washington while a small British force 
burned the Capitol and the White House.” 


“THAT there should be a definite, consistent program of building is obvious 

enough,” holds the Philadelphia Enquirer (Republican). “Every aspect 
of the question is duly considered; and there is no doubt that we shall eventually 
have in consequence an effective and well-balanced fleet.” 


HE revised American naval policy under the new London Treaty, as 

announced by Secretary Adams, includes the heartening determination to 
build up a fleet of fighting ships to the limits allowed in that agreement,” states 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican). “It will thus fulfill 
both the spirit and the letter of the treaty, which was designed not to weaken 
unduly the navies of the signatories, but to preserve their agreed upon propor- 
tions in the varjous classes of war vessels.”

“THE gratifying feature at this time is that such an announcement can be 

made without the least fear of its being misinterpreted anywhere in the 
world, thanks to the definite limitations of the Washington and London Naval 
Pacts,” states the Providence, R. I., Journal (Independent). “When the old 
expression of ‘a navy second to none’ is employed, as it is in this instance, one 
knows just how far this country can go both in constructing new vessels and in 
fitting them with armaments. No fresh rivalry between the leading naval 
powers can be created, because uncontrolled competition is a thing of the past, 
at least so far as the United States, Great Britain and Japan are concerned.” 


oo of this country who have been expressing anxiety about the 
defense forces of the nation in the event of war should be reassured by the 
pronouncement of Secretary of the Navy Adams,” says the Troy, N. Y., Evening 
Record (Independent Republican). “The issuance of this information presents 
in official form the policy of the Hoover administration on defensive measures 
and should be received as definite. 

“There is the hope, however, that the pronouncement will not lead other 
nations to think that the United States is about to enter upon an extended 
naval program and thereby create in them a spirit of rivalry and the conse. 
quent competition which world peacemakers have been trying to overcome.” 


“THE basic theory of our government is that the military shall be subservient 

to the civil authorities,” believes the Rome, N. Y., Sentinel (Independent 
Democratic). “It is out of the province of Army and Navy officers to attempt 
to stir up the public as to their respective arms of the service. Mr. Adams, 
obviously, represents the civilian element; but that does not make it proper for him 
to attempt to unite the professional naval men under him in support of a 
course of goal that has not been adopted by Congress.” 


“FOf those who during the past year and a half have been demanding concrete 
action in fulfillment of the London treaty naval provisions by the United 
States, there can be nothing but gratification in the statement of ‘policy’ just 


pendent). “Referring to cruisers, the axis about which the three-power pact 
of 1930 mainly revolves, the statement declares it to be the Navy Department’s 
purpose ‘to build and maintain tonnage as allowed by the treaty provisions.’ 

“The time has come for the friends of national defense at sea to be at least 
as militant as the organized minority which believes that inadequate prepared- 
ness is the best means to peace.” 


HE people of the United States want an ‘adequate’ Navy, and by that is 

meant a Navy adequate for defense, not merely of continental safety, but 

of American interests wherever they may be assailed and be in need of naval sup- 
port,” holds the Philadelphia Bulletin (Independent Republican). 

“The American nation is not unappreciative of naval service, of the neces- 
sity of ships and guns and men efficiently trained to handle them. It lacks no 
pride in the record and in current capacity for performance of the Navy. But 
it has caught the spirit of disarmament, and has material reasons for saving 
and every unnecessary expenditure of the government funds reasonably prac- 
ticable. It is not in a big navy mood. Nor is it likely that Congress will be.”

Abandon Nursing School 


USPENSION of the Army 

Nursing School, as an “econ- 

omy measure,” was arinounced by 
the War Department yesterday. 

It was estimated that an an- 
nual saving of $46,000 will result. 
The class ex to graduate in 
1932 will be allowed to complete 
the course, while the classes of 
1933 and 1934 will be trensferred 
to civilian nursing schools if pos- 
sible. In case this can not be 
carried out, these latter classes 
will be graduated. Those desig- 
nated for entrance at the school 
next October will not be matricu- 
lated. 

Twenty-five additional graduate 
nurses will have to be employed 
by the Army to do the work of 
the nurses undergoing instruction.

If, however, transportation to be 
done just behind the firing line be con- 
sidered, a distinction should be made 
between level and hilly, or mountain- 
ous terrain, and, also for the first, 
the obstacles deriving from the na- 
ture of the land should be considered. 
Here, transport means may not be 
wholly mechanized; particularly on 
hilly or mountainous ground, mules 
remain the lords of the path, for they 
only are able to move almost anywhere, 
until, on still worse ground, loads 
have to be carried on the men’s 
shoulders. 

The same may be said about trans- 
portation in the colonies, where one 
cannot forego the elephant or camel, 
which, under particular circumstances, 
cannot be replaced. 

Anybody who has been through the 
war in the mountains—and the Italian 
front has given quite a typical in- 
stance of this—must perforce be pur- 
suaded that, in the majority of cases, 
mechanization is only partially pos- 
sible. This is particularly true of 
“displacement war,” since, then, it shall 
not be possible to predispose in due 
time the arrangement of a road reseau 
fit for vehicles, since, by the hastening 
of tactical action, the front lines daily 
undergo continuous and great changes. 

In “position” war, for the reinforce- 
ment of established lines, mechanical 
means of transport triumph un- 
rivaled by means of works that can 
now be ever easily carried out, it is 
easy to predispose the reseau of com- 
munications, up to the very front 
lines, which, by virtue of motor ve- 
hicles, thus receive all that is. neces- 
sary to reinforce defense. 

The plasterwork and cement posi- 
tions, the blindaged railway rails, and 
the steel revetment elements, can be 
transported only by mechanical means. 
In the tactical field, the development 
of armed camions, or blindaged motor 
cars, of motorcycle mitrailleuses, etc., 
have caused men to believe that cay- 
alry forces could be totally replaced. 
They who sustain this thesis commit 
a gross error of evaluation, for tanks, 
blindaged cars, motorcycles mitrail- 
leuses, etc., cannot get to where horses 
can get. Though it be true that the 





won fame to Murat and Ney, Bulow 
and Margueritte, is definitely gone by, 
and the era of the big “raids” which 
immortalized the names of Stuart and 
Sherman, shall never return, it is none 
the less true that cavalry forces, par- 
ticularly during displacement war, is 
absolutely indispensable, for tactic 
‘scouting purposes. On the other side, 
the infiltration, in the enemy rear- 
guard, of audacious and rapid groups 
of horsemen coming to spread doubt 
and uncertainty, to intercept orders, 
and to destroy important logistic ele- 
ments (bridges, tunnels, mountain 
roads, dykes, electric stations, etc., 
etc.), may never, and under no cir- 
cumstances, be successfully entrusted 
to mechanized groups, for which, even 
under the best conditions, there shall 
always be, in the ground, unsurmount- 
able obstacles, all the graver because 
through being unforeseen owing to a 
lesser knowledge of topographical de- 
tails, a circumstance which is always 
almost normal in maneuver fighting. 


That is why, to close up, I deem 
that the mechanization of transports 
and of the horsemen corps should be 
maintained within the right limits of 
the best utilization of machines and 
animals. The solution of this prob- 
lem is to be looked for in a right 
equilibrium between mechanical and 
animal means of transport, in the 
manner and circumstances best fit for 
both; only thus shall the leaders of 
big force units always be able to face 
in the best way the manifold circum- 
stances that arise during war. 


In Italy, where mountain zones pre- 
vail, this train of ideas has been fol- 
lowed, and, by side of the camions for 
the transport of groups and means, 
of the tractors for displacement of 
large and small artillery, the columns 
of animal trains for hill transport and 
for the replenishing of advanced posi- 
tions, where mechanical means cannot 
reach, have been preserved, as well as 
mountain artillery, and, even though 
in reduced number, ho wh coun- 
try artillery, and the horse artillery.

than has ever been reached in the 
Transport Service of the Army, but for 
the first time will provide traveling 
conditions for soldiers which are com- 
parable to those prevalent in commer- 
cial lines for tourist class passengers. 

“The keels of the Cambrai and the 
Somme were laid during the World 
War. They were designed primarily 
for the quick dispatch of troops and 
supplies in the North Atlantic. They 
were launched in September, 1920, and 
this type were the only vessels avail- 
able to the Shipping Board for assign- 
ment to the War Department at the 
time. With limited capacity for pas- 
sengers and the necessity for cutting 
down the cargo space whenever it be- 
comes necessary to transport a large 
number of troops, the problem of ar- 
ranging convenient and comfortable 
messing facilities and of providing 
adequate ventilation in troops quarters, 
especially while operating in the 
tropics, has been one of great diffi- 
culty and has never been satisfactorily 
solved due to the expense involved for 
the alterations that would be necessary. 

“Under the plan which provides for 
the assignment to the War Depart- 
ment of the Republic, heretofore al- 
located to the United States lines, in 
exchange for the B-type Army trans- 
ports Cambrai and Somme, there -will 
be made available 400 first-class ac- 
commodations as compared with the 
combined first-class space of 220 on 
the two B-type ships to be released; 
160 second-lass as compared with the 
combined second-class space of 120 on 
the two B-type ships, and 1,300 third 
or troop-class, as compared with the 
combined troops space of 1,100 on the 
two B-type ships. 

“The available cargo stowage ton- 
nage on the S. S. Republic is 7,000, as 
compared with a combined tonnage of 
2,800 for the vessels to be released. The 
steaming radius of the Republic, which 
1s a twin screw ship, is 11,00 knots as 
compared with the single screw B-type 
Ships with a steaming radius of 9,000 
knots. The larger ship can be dis- 
patched with safety on account of the 
twin screws on the Manila-China run, 
without the hazards attending such 
voyages with a single screw ship, which 
are occasionally absolutely necessary 
with the B-type ships. 

“Where its has been necessary in the 
transportation of troops on the B-type 
vessels now in the service to report to 
the standee bunks, thus furnishing 
flexible units to permit of increased 
Space where the troop personnel has 
been reduced, the troops on the S. S: 





Republic will be quartered in the space 
heretofore utilized for third-class pas- 
sengers. These accommodations being 
fixed, not only’ establishes a much 
higher standard of accommodations of 
troops but the matter of providing for 
the comfort of the enlisted men will be 
greatly simplified as will be the 
previous serious problem of messing 
facilities with the use by the troops 
of the dining saloon set apart for 
third-class passengers. 

“The introduction of this larger ves- 
sel into the service will necessitate a 
change in the schedule of sailings as 
now arranged, under which a material 
reduction in the number of sailings will 
be possible. It is also anticipated that, 
in the substitution of this larger unit 
in place of the two smaller ones, a sav- 
ing in the cost of operation will even- 
tually result, and without any material 
increase in the cost of maintenance.” 


The Republic was originally called 
the SS President Grant, later being 
renamed the SS President Buchanan, 
acquiring its present name after re- 
modeling in 1924. She was built in 
1907 by Harland and Wolff in Belfast, 
Ireland, for the Hamburg-American 
Line. 

The rebuilding process in 1924 at 
Newport News, Va., cost approximately 
$4,000,000 and made the vessel virtually 
new except for the hull and superstruc- 
ture. 

The ex-German liner had been idle 
since the war up to the time of its re- 
conditioning.

Each cabin stateroom or suite, of 
which there are 12, is equipped with 
running water, electric lights, and call 
buttons. The decks are lettered from A 
to G, A being the uppermost or boat 
deck. Decks B and C are promenade 
decks, enclosed for the larger part of 
their length, the distance around each 
being 550 feet, while they are ten feet 
wide. There are seven decks devoted 
to public rooms, staterooms, and suites 
for cabin decks, four decks also hav- 
ing accommodations fore and aft for 
third cabin. passengers.

The Spokane Daily Chronicle under 
the title, “Fort Wright has a New- 
Found Friend,” commented editorially:

“This week, Secretary of War Pat- 
rick Jay Hurley inspected the local 
military reservation and advised a 
group of local citizens to obtain addi- 
tional land, adjacent to the fort, so 
that the post might be expanded from 
a® single battalion to a full regiment. 

“The acquisition of the land is a 
comparatively simple matter. It should 
be obtainable at reasonable cost. Past 
performances prove that Spokane cit- 
izens can accomplish such things in 
short order. 

“A bigger task than the buying of 
land faces the friends of Ft. Wright, 
and that is to make sure that the Army 
itself is in favor of expanding tie 
post to full regimental standing. The 
Army is a thing apart from the civilian 
Secretary of War, and it is doubtful 
if any Secretary would expand the 
garrison without the sanction and sujp- 
port of the higher military command. 

“Secretary Hurley, perhaps unwit- 
tingly, has laid the ground work tur 
a campaign which undoubtedly can be 
expanded to win the friendships of Ft.

George Wright which will bring about- 
the fruition of his hope and promise.” 

Typical of the local comment on the 
proposed abandonment of Ft. Lincoln 
is the following from the Bismark 
Tribune: 

“One of the sternest lessons taught 
to the American people by the late 
‘war to end war’ was the pitifully un- 
prepared state in which the nation 
found itself as it entered the conflict. 
America had’ watched the European 
conflagration raging and yet, when the 
time came when it was forced to take 
up arms, it had very few arms to 
take up. 

“The responsibility for this must, 
necessarily, lie with the Army general 
staff which controlled the destinies of 
our military organization. The effici- 
ency, or rather the woefui lack of effi- 
ciency, which it demonstrated at that 
time cannot be laid at the door of the 
present personnel of the high military 
command. In the event of war it 
would have the privilege of making 
its own record. 

“But the resident of North Dakota, 
watching such activities of the gen- 
eral staff as come within his observa- 
tion, may well wonder if the country 
would not be even worse off than be- 
for in the event of another disaster 
such as overtook America in .1917. 
Mothers, whose sons are, or will be, 
of military age, might do well to think 
about the situation which would de- 
velop in the event of hostilities. 

“We living here on the fertile 
prairies of a great state, see an un- 
knowing and apparently unthinking 
military organization in Washington 
order away the troops from Ft. Lin- 
coln. Those who pay the taxes may 
wonder upon what basis of economy 
the government can abandon a prop- 
erty costing more than $1,000,000. It 
doesn’t look like good business, and, 
of course, it isn’t. 

“But the person who likes to think 
of America as secure from aggression 
because of the strong arms of her 
sons, wonders what sort of military 
policy it is which could countenance 
so monstrous a blunder. 

“In the nature of things, the gov- 
ernment does not and can not muv- 
bilize enough regulars in any particu- 
lar spot to adequately protect it in 
time of war. The whole theory of na- 
tional defense in this country has been 
based on the idea of a citizen sol- 
diery. The chief impetus toward in- 
teresting the citizen in the military 
affairs of his country is the military 
training camps which are organized 
each Summer. In addition to teaching 
something of the routine of military 
life, they inculcate in the student a 
sense of the obligation which each one 
of us owes to his country. They sow 
the seed, the fruit of which is defense 
of the nation in time of stress. 

“Removal of troops from Ft. Lin- 
coln and the consequent abandonment 
of the military training activities here, 
would make it seem that the War De- 
partment disagrees with the rest of 
the nation on this point. One pic- 
tures its leaders, proud of their rank 
and authority, protecting the nation’s 
interests by the sheer power of their 
brains and personality. 

“But it didn’t seem that way back 
in 1917 and 1918, when the country 
was in danger. 

“And it-didn’t seem that way to the 
people of North Dakota when they 
counted the lists of dead and injured 
and found, that, of all the states ir 
the union, this state had a larger 
percentage of dead and wounded, in 
proportion to the number of men en- 
gaged, than any other. 

“Muddle-headedness and self con- 
tent are doing the same things to the 
American military establishment now 
as have been done to it in every other 
time of peace in the nation’s history. 
The events of the past are merely re- 
peating themselves. 























































































AA Searchlight Exercises 
E antiaircraft searchlight exer- 
cises to be held at Ft. Humphreys, 

Va., for a six weeks’ period beginning 

today, Aug. 15, are the most extensive 

to be conducted since the development 
of the latest antiaircraft searchlight 


equipment. 

For this purpose the searchlight bat- 
teries of three antiaircraft regiments 
of Coast Artillery have been ordered 
to concentrate on Ft. Humphreys. One 
searchlight battery will be sent from 
the 62nd Coast Artillery (Antiaircraft) 
whose home station is Ft. Totten, N. 
Y.; another will arrive from Ft. Mon- 
roe, Va.; while the third will travel 
all the way from Ft. Barrancas, Fla. 

Each battery will have a strength of 
three officers and 75 enlisted men. In 
all, eighteen 60-inch searchlights of the 
latest type will be in action with eight 
sound locators. This searchlight equip- 
ment is the latest which has been de- 
veloped for the antiaircraft artillery. 
The lights and sound locators are 
highly mobile, being mounted on mo- 
tor vehicles capable of making 60 miles 
per hour under favorable conditions. 
All organizations detailed to take part 
in the exercises will make the trip from 
their home stations by motor power. 
Battery A, 69th Coast Artillery (Anti- 
aircraft) will travel a distance of 1200 
miles from Ft. Barrancas, Fla. 

In addition to the Coast Artillery 
troops, the Air Corps will furnish 18 
planes—9 attack, 6 pursuit, and 3 bom- 
bardment—to give the antiaircraft ar- 
tillery men something to “shoot” at. 

The particular purpose of these exer- 
cises is to test the efficiency of the 
newest model searchlight, distant elec- 
trical control system, and sound loca- 
tors. These new instruments have been 
in use for some time, but have not had 
previously exhaustive tests under all 
conditions of field service. The latest 
antiaircraft searchlight is a very effi- 
cient light which, with the electrical 
control, is capable of great flexibility 
in following the fastest planes which 
may be encountered. 

During the exercises the planes will 
fly at all elevations from 1,000 feet to 
16,000 feet. At times their motors will 
be muffled to determine the efficiency 
of the sound locator in picking up the 
target. Various methods of camou- 
flage for planes will be tried to dis- 
cover if they can hide themselves from 
the antiaircraft artillerymen. To add 
further to the troubles of the gunners 
the planes will drop flares, hoping to 
blind them and thereby escape detec- 
tion. Smoke screens spread by the 
planes will also be used to produce an 
artificial cloud behind which the planes 
may conceal themselves from the 
searchlight beam as the bombers’ ob- 
jective is reached. It will be a great 
game of hide and seek. snly it will be 
played in the air and against the best 
which has been devised so far to show 
up the airplane just as a moth is dis- 
closed in an are light. 

The tests will be witnessed by a spe- 
cial board of officers who will note each 
deficiency brought out and make rec- 
ommendations for corrections. This 
board consists of officers of the Coast 
Artillery, Engineers, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, Signal Corps, and Air Cofps. 
Maj. R. V. Cramer, CAC, is president 
of the board. The antiaircraft troops 
will be commanded by Maj. G. B. Robi- 
son, CAC, who will also have charge of 
the conduct of the exercises.

Colonel Price Speaks 


’ FOLLOWING are excerpts from the 


address of Col. H. C. Price, 38th 
Inf., given at the farewell luncheon 
tendered to him Thursday, Aug. 6, by 
the Chamber of Commerce of Salt Lake 
City, Utah. Colonel Price left Ft. 
Douglas on Aug. 8, for a month’s leave, 
prior to sailing for the Philippine 


Islands. 

“Some months ago I had occasion 
to talk briefly before one of the com- 
mercial clubs of this community on 


the subject of Ft. Douglas, as an eco- 
nomic asset to Salt Lake City. I was 
very much surprised at the reaction 
to that talk in two ways: First, the 
unusual amount of space given it by 
the local press which afforded a 
definite indication of the interest of the 
citizens of this city in Ft. Douglas, 
and secondly, the many comments from 
individuals who stated to me that they 
had little realized.the considerable ex- 
tent to which this city benefited eco- 
nomically by the maintenance of the 
Ft. Douglas garrison. 

“My tour of duty at Ft. Douglas 
is rapidly drawing to a close and in 
departing from Salt Lake City I de- 
sire to leave with you this thought— 
Ft. Douglas is not only an economic 
but also an advertising asset of con- 
siderable value to this community. 


“In the latter part of August, 1928, 
I assumed command at Ft. Douglas. 
During the period of approximately 
three years which has since elapsed 
some sixty officers have left Ft. Doug- 
las for other stations and other du- 
ties. These were not tourists who paid 
fleeting visits to your city. All aver- 
aged between twelve and thirty-six 
months of service here in Salt Lake 
City; all were temporarily citizens of 
this community. 


“Where are they now? We find offi- 
cers who have been stationed at Ft. 
Douglas during my command now in 
China, Alaska, Peru, the Philippines, 
Hawaii, and the Panama Canal Zone. 
We find them on duty with units of 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
at the University of Minnesota and 
the University of Montana; we find 
them on Organized Reserve duty at 
Erie, Pa.; East St. Louis, IIll., and 
Omaha, Nebr.; we find them on staff 
dutv in Washington, D. C., on troop 
duty at Ft. Snelling, Minn., and on 
service school duty at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
and Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. 


“And each is an advertising agent 
for this city. Wherever they may be 
stationed thev are certain to be asked 
innumerable questions concerning Salt 
Lake City. Officers who desire even- 
tually to be stationed in the Inter- 
mountain region inquire of them on all 
phases of your community’s business 
and social activities; prospective ci- 
vilian tourists inquire concerning your 
hotels, clubs, shops, highways, restau- 
rants, scenic tours and the like. 

“It is but natural that in closing I 
should desire to make a brief review 
of some of the projects undertaken 
during the past three years for the 
improvement of the post which is as 
much yours as ours. 


_“The parade ground now has a splen- 
did covering of grass; over 4,000 trees 
have been planted on the reservation 
which in years to come will serve to 
greatly enhance the natural beauty of 
its location ; a water supply, which we 
hope in normal years will be ample, 
has been provided through the con- 
struction of the Red Butte reservoir; 
a sprinkler system has been provided 
to assure the proper watering and ir- 
rigating of the newly planted grass 
and trees; the progressive improve- 
ment of the golf course has added 
greatly to the appearance of the post 
at its main entrance; our roadways 
have been improved and given names 
of historical significance; our street 
lighting system has been extended and 
natural gas installed; all barracks and 
quarters have been repainted; old and 
unsightly buildings have been razed; 
new officers’ and non-commissioned 
officers’ quarters have been erected to 
meet the requirements of the garrison; 
and the old post cemetery has been 
improved and therein has been erectd 
& suitable monument to the founder of 
Ft. Douglas.”

Minor Joint Tests at Ft. Monroe Analyzed 





AN ANALYSIS of the minor joint 

Army and Navy maneuvers held 
in the Chesapeake Bay subsector in 
May, as prepared by Maj. Earl H. 
Metzger, CAC, brings out some inter- 
esting lessons. 

Determination of the soundness of 
the tentative joint plans of the Chesa- 
peake subsector, especially as to their 
inter-communication and_ intelligence, 
was the main purpose of the exercises. 
Further purposes of the maneuvers 
were to develop teamwork between the 
local defense forces of the Army and 
Navy; to give tactical training in the 
employment of Harbor Defense and 
Naval District forces, Antiaircraft Ar- 
tillery and Attached Aviation during 
particular situations. 

The exercises were divided into five 
phases, during each one of which the 
operations of the “Black” fleet repre- 
sented possible attacks against points 
on our Atlantic seaboard. 

The first phase represented a test of 
intelligence and communications, and 
coordination of the various elements of 
defense. The second phase was de- 
signed to test intelligence and com- 
munication service, inshore patrol, har- 
bor defense antiaircraft, outpost and 
coastal lookout service, the means of 
cooperation between inshore patrol and 
harbor defense, and tactical employ- 
ment of various elements in the har- 
bor defenses. 

The third phase tested intelligence 
and communications especially as 
antiaircraft, aviation, inshore patrols 
and harbor defenses. The fourth 
phase represented a continuance of in- 
telligence and communication tests, 
bringing into action the agencies and 
installations of the subsector, and fur- 
there to show in a breader aspect, the 
necessity of cooperation between the 
inshore patrol, the harbor defenses and 
the various elements thereof. 

The fifth and final phase tested the 
communications and intelligence nets 
on the entire subsector front for the 
Army and Navy, and demonstrated the 
need of additional reliefs in manning 
the defenses and the need for defenses 
to cover certain portions of the subsec- 
tor. In addition, opportunity was given 
for all elements to identify and track 
targets and to receive training in the 
principles of tactical employment. 

The development of an efficient com- 
munication system offered the most dif- 
ficult problem during the course of the 
maneuvers. 

Military and commercial lines in 
existence were realized to be inade- 
quate for proper communication be- 
tween the various echelons of com- 
mand, within the subsector as organ- 
ized under the provisions of the Tenta- 
tive Joint Plan. And this necessity 
gave rise to the establishment of 
temporary stations for the harbor de- 
fenses and the installation of temporary 
fire control, telephone and time inter- 
val systems. 

Radio was employed throughout the 
exercises whenever possible as radio 
telephones, a procedure that proved 
somewhat helpful in supplying the de- 
ficiencies in wire communications. 

One lesson brought out by Major 
Metzger was the very evident need for 
more efficient short-wave radio equip- 
ment. The present type of equipment 
was seriously interfered with, as the 
receiver is not sufficiently selective. 
Frequencies were limited as a conse- 
quence and extensive nets could not be 


| employed with any degree of success. 


The broad characteristics of the re- 
ceiver of many of the sets of the pres- 
ent equipment precludes their opera- 
tion as radio telephones. The proper 
functioning of the communications and 
intelligence systems was _ interfered 
with to some degree by the lack of 
short-wave receivers for interception at 
certain key stations. 

Another evident need pointed out was 
for a large corps of trained telephone 
and radio operators. Not only was 
there need for more trained radio op- 
erators for the Coast Artillery, but for 
the operation of the various nets re- 
quired in a subsector organization. 
Excellent service was given by the 
Naval Radio Compass stations. At 
times these stations were able to esti- 
mate with a fair degree of accuracy 
courses, speeds, position, and plot 
changes of course. 

As a part of the initial organization 
of the subsector, the need for outpost 
forces was clearly demonstrated, not 
only for the purpose of providing effec- 
tive shore line observation and patrols, 
but of also providing a mobile force 
immediately available to repel small 
raiding parties which might land or 
might attempt a landing, and in addi- 
tion to prevent sabotage and to assist 
in close-in defense: Motor transport,

machine guns and searchlights must be 
suppled the infantry units also 





they must be tied in effectively with 
the elements of the harbor defense it 
must support. 

The need for an efficient off-shore 
patrol was clearly demonstrated in the 
first, or approach phase. The opera- 
tions of the off-shore patrol must be 
considered similar to that of attached 
cavalry. They must make contact with 
the enemy at the earliest possible mo- 
ment and keep it under constant ob- 
servation. They must gain and main- 
tain contact, reporting movements, 
strength and disposition. This is a 
very important intelligence agency, as 
it gains the advance information upon 
which the higher command must base 
its plans. When available, naval avia- 
tion should be employed initially to 
supplement the off-shore patrol, thus 
extending in favorable weather the 
range of observation. 

An efficient Coast Guard organiza- 
tion formed a part of the defensive 
system. It was an important link in 
the joint communications and intelli- 
geance organization. The Coast Guard, 
due to its constant service afloat 
and ashore, is particularly fitted for 
this work and its interest and vigilance 
added greatly to the success of the 
maneuvers. 

The vulnerability of airships to at- 
tack from hostile planes of any type 
and consequently the superior depend- 
ability of ballons as part of the in- 
telligence system was illustrated. The 
maintenance of surveillance over the 
defensive coastal area was accomplish- 
ed by captive balloons located as pre- 
scribed in the Tentative Joint Plan. 
Not only could they observe the area, 
but they could assist in the adjust- 
ment of long range fire. Antiaircraft 
fire provides protection for these bal- 
loons, while the airship is without pro- 
tection and is liable to be shot down at 
the first opportunity. 

Another lesson learned from the 
exercises was the need for a separate 
subsector antiaircraft communication 
net, both wire and radio, for intelli- 
gence purposes. There was also dem- 
onstrated the necessity for coordinate 
control of all antiaircraft elements of 
defense, within the subsector, both 
Army and Navy, and including the an- 
tiaireraft machine gun elements of the 
close-in defense. 

The cooperation of all elements of 
the Navy, Major Metzger said, was 
generous and whole-hearted. 

The exercises, it is believed, demon- 
strated that the initial joint organiza- 
tion should include: 

For the Army: 

Subsector Commander and Staff. 

Certain Service Troops. 

An efficient Harbor Defense—the 
main elements of which must be pro- 
vided in peace-time. 

Certain amount of antiaircraft 
proteetion for the most important ele- 
ments during the initial stages. 

Outpost forces for observing and pa- 
trolling the peach, protecting the flanks 
of the harbor area, supporting the 
force manning the close-in defense. 

Aviation, particularly observation, 
for supplying air intelligence, provid- 
ing illumination by flares and provid- 
ing adjustment for long range artillery. 

For the Navy: 

Naval District Commander and 
Staff. 

An efficient offshore patrol sup- 
ported by naval aviation to seek out 
the enemy, gain and maintain contact, 
report strength, dispositions and move- 
ments. 

An efficient inshore patrol force 
afloat with a well-organized coastal 
lookout chain ashore operating in close 
cooperation with the harbor defense 
and outpost commanders to police the 
waters of the defensive coastal area. 

Initial organization, the maneuvers 
showed, must be such that it is is cap- 
able of rapid expansion to meet any 
possible situation that might arise. 
“Finally,” Major. Metzger concludes, 
“it follows that every effort should be 
made to improve intelligence and com- 
munication facilities and to conduct 
joint training with the Naval District 
corresponding to the subsector, espe- 
ciall intelligence and communication 
exercises, whenever opportunity arises. 
In the defense of our sea frontier, co- 
operation with the Navy is essential. 
Such cooperation can only be assured 
by peacetime training.”

Wishing to refreshen his memory of 
his former days spent in the Hills, 
General Scott motored to Deadwood to 
witness the “Days of ’76” celebration.

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Marines “Attack” Quantico 
Quantico, Va.—On Aug. 7 the 
Marines landed 300 khaki-clad sea sol- 
diers and attacked the beach at Quan- 
tico, capturing hidden batteries of ar- 
tillery that protected the main line of 
the R. F. & P. Railway. 


One section of marine planes laid a 
white blanket of smoke on the water- 
front, another section conducted a 
strafing attack against infantry and 
machine guns entrenched along the 
shore of the Potomac, first pelting the 
defender with fragmentation bombs and 
then with machine gun fire. While 
the broadside guns of their ships 
bombed the beach with high explosive 
shells, the landing force advanced in a 
column of nine motor launches, deploy- 
ed in two waves, and then came full 
speed ahead. Reaching shallow water, 
Leathernecks in the first line of boats 
leaped into the river and charged the 
enemy concealed in the bushes. Mop- 
ping up the first line of coast de- 
fenders, they reorganized and covered 
the landing of the men in the second 
wave of boats, who then assisted in 
seizing enemy artillery emplacements, 
and taking possession of the railroad 
yards. 


Most of the marines who pasrtici- 
pated in this engagement were battle- 
scarred veterans of the recent Nicara- 
guan campaign. To them the attack 
was somewhat of a disappointment, 
since it was what military men call a 
“simulated attack.” The planes with 
their smoke screen, the men _ them- 
selves, the boats, and the water were 
very real, but the ships from which 
they were supposed to land, and the 
ammunition fired against the beach, 
were purely imaginary. A detail of 
marines stationed at strategic points 
exploded smoke bombs to represent the 
artillery. 

Maj. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, Com- 
manding General of the Marine Bar- 
racks at Quantico, in commenting on 
the simulated attack, said that this 
imaginary battle represents part of the 
Marines Corps’ policy of being con- 
stantly prepared for any emergency. 
It is the job of the marines, he said, to 
protect American lives in foreign coun- 
tries in time of peace, and to be first 
to fight in time of war. To do this it 
is necessary to keep in constant train- 
ing. 

The plans for the landing attack 
were prepared by Maj. Charles D. 
Barrett, USMC; the attacking bat- 
talion was commanded by Maj. James 
M. Rain, USMC. and the first com- 
pany to land was commanded by Capt. 
Frederick E. Stack, USMC.

Forty-eight pigeons, one for 
every State in the Union, were re- 
leased by Mrs. Hoover, and flew aloft 
as she uttered the words “I christen 
thee Akron.” This ritual was used in- 
stead of the time-honored custom of 
breaking a bottle of champagne, or 
recently of a bottle of distilled water. 

Launching of the Akron consisted of 
slackening of its mooring lines to allow 
it to float free of its dock within the 
hangar. The vessel will not be flown 
for a week at least, when acceptance 
trials will be conducted by the Navy. 

The text of Admiral Moffett’s speech 
follows: 

The presence of the most dis- 
tinguished and beloved woman in 
America and of this great audience is 
proof. of the important place Lighter- 
than-Air now holds in our country, 
proof that this branch of aeronautics 
is at last coming into its own. We do 
not lead the world in our merchant 
marine, nor alas, in our Navy, but we 
do, by the construction of this great 
airship, now take the lead in Lighter- 
than-Air in the world. Everyone con- 
nected with this project should be 
justly proud of this accomplishment. 


We should be ashamed were it other- | 


wise, for with our practical monopoly 
of helium we have an 
which it would be a national disgrace 
to neglect. 

In coming here today, you are ren- 
dering honor to those, both living and 
dead, who have made this great ship 
possible. It is the product not of one 
man, nor group of men, but of hun- 
dreds, some of them great pioneers who 
believed in airships because they knew 
what they could do. And included in 
the group of pioneers there have been 
some who gave their lives—not only our 
own countrymen, but brave men of 
cther nations.

1007, and the 
act of May 13, 1908, 35 Stat. 127, 8 
Comp. Gen. 482; 6 id. 777; 1 id. 454; 
15 Comp. Dec. 73. 
The act of Dec. 20, 1886, 24 Stat. 351 
(section 1150, title 10, U. S. Code), 


provides: 

That every cadet who has heretofore gradu- 
ated or may hereafter graduate at the West 
Point Military Academy, and who has been or 
may hereafter be commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the Army of the United States, under 
the laws appointing such graduates to the Army, 
shall be allowed full pay as second lieutenant 
from the date of his graduation to the date of 
his acceptance of and qualification under his 
commission and during his graduation leave, in 
accordance with the uniform practice which has 
prevailed since the establishment of the Military 
Academy. 

“A similar Navy law is the act of 
March 3, 1893, 27 Stat. 715-716 (sec- 
tion 863, title 34, U. S. Code), which 


provides: 








And every naval cadet or cadet engineer who 
has heretofore graduated or may hereafter 
graduate from the Naval Academy, and who has 
been or may hereafter be commissioned, within 
9ix months after such graduation, an officer in 
the Navy or Marine Corps of the United States, 
under the laws appointing such graduate to 
the Navy or Marine Corps, shall be allowed the 
pay of the grade in which he may be so com- 
missioned from the date he takes rank as stated 
in his commission to the date of qualification 
and acceptance of his commission, * * *. 

“Army Regulation 605-115, para- 
graph 8 (1921), provides: 

Graduation leave, United States Military 
Academy.—Leave of absence for 3 months from 
date of graduation will be allowed to graduates 
of the Military Academy * * *. Such leave 
will not be counted against them in subsequent 
applications for leave, but can not be postponed 
to another time. * * * 


“The leave recognized in the act of 
Dec. 20, 1886, and authorized by the 
Army Regulations quoted is leave al- 
lowed “graduates of the military acad- 
emy.” It is not leave granted com- 
missioned officers of the Army, though 
it may cover a period during which 
the officer is commissioned, and, there- 
fore, such is not leave applicable to a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
by reason of assimilation under sec- 
tion 1612, Revised Statutes; nor is the 
condition of appointment of graduates 
of the Naval Academy as second lieu- 
tenants in the Marine Corps assimi- 
lated to the conditions of appointments 
of graduates of the Military Academy 
as second lieutenants in the Army. A 
right to the leave claimed by you does 
not accrue by assimilation. There is 
no provision authorizing graduation 
leave for midshipmen at the naval 
academy and you could not legally have 
been granted ‘graduation. leave,’ as 
you contend. The leave granted you 
on June 9, 1923, was leave as a com- 
missioned officer of the Marine Corps, 
and your pay rights during said leave 
were subject to the law and regulations 
applicable to leave of commissioned 
officers of the Army under section 1265, 
Revised Statutes. 

“The leave year of a commissioned 
officer of the Marine Corps, like of- 
ficers of the Army, is coincident with 
the fiscal year and where an officer 
of the Navy or Marine Corps is granted 
leave of absence which extends into 
the following fiscal year he is entitled 
to full pay and allowances while on 
leave during the current fiscal. year 
only to the extent of the leave than 
to his credit and thereafter to the end 
of the current fiscal year only to half 
pay and no allowance. 9 Comp. Gen. 1. 
The records show that upon accepting 
appointment as a second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps June 7, 1923, you 
were credited 2 days for the current 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1923. You 
took leave in said year from June 10 
to 30, 21 days, 19 days of which, or 
from June 12 to 30, were in excess. 
You were entitled to half pay only, and 
to no allowances during said period. 

“Upon review the settlement must 
be and is sustained.”

HE War Department is advising 
medical officers that when Reserve 
officers are physically examined for ap- 
pointment, reappointment, promotion, 
active duty, or any other purpose, it is 
desired that, for purposes of record, 
the medical officers making the exami- 
nations ascertain and report under the 
head of remarks on W. D., A. G. O. 
Form No. 63 or W. D., A. G. O. Form 
No. 64 whether or not the officer be- 
ing examined is on the Emergency 
Officers’ Retired List, or receiving dis- 
ability compensation or disability al- 
lowance of any kind from the United 
States; if so, the cause for such dis- 
ability will be stated.

Under these condi- 
tions he worked for’ several hours 
evacuating a large number of men 
from the 5th Regiment, then attacking 
in the Bois de Belleau. These services 
were performed regardless of personal 
consequences.” 

After the war, Commander Michael 
served for a time at Base Hospital No. 
1, at Brest, France, and upon his re- 
turn to the United States was sent to 
Santo Domingo with the Marine Ex- 
peditionary Forces. In 1921 he served 
aboard the USS St. Louis and Fox, and 
in 1922, following his promotion to lieu- 
terant commander, was stationed at 
the Naval Academy. 

Following a tour of duty on the USS 
Pittsburgh, and at the Naval Ammuni- 
tion Depot at Lake Denmark, N. J. 
Commander Michael returned to Haiti 
for duty at Assistant Sanitary En- 
gineer of that country. After three 
years in Haiti, in 1929, he was assigned 
duty at the Naval Hospital, Annapolis. 

Commander Boone 

Lt. Comdr. Joel Thompson Boone was 
born Aug. 9, 1889, at St. Clair, Pa. 
He accepted appointment as Assistant 
Surgeon with the rank of Lieutenant, 
junior grade, in the Medical Reserve 
Corps, to rank from March 17,. 1914, 
and reported for duty at the Naval 
Hospital, Portsmouth, N. H. In Octo- 
ber of that year he began a course of 
instruction at the Naval Medical School, 
Washington, D. C., and was transferred 
to the Naval Training Station, Norfolk, 
Va., in May, 1915. He was commis- 
sioned regular Assistant Surgeon in the 
Navy in 1915 and in August reported 
for duty with Artillery Battalion, 
Marine Brigade, Annapolis.

to March, 1929, until he was designated 
as Physician to the White House. This 
duty was in addition to that at the 
Naval Dispensary, Navy Department, 
for which he reported in April, 1929. 
He was appointed Medical Director 
(Captain) during assignment at the 
White House. 

Doctor Boone has received the fol- 
lowing decorations: 

Medal of Honor, with the citation: 
“For extraordinary heroism, conspicu- 
ous gallantry, and intrepidity in actual 
conflict with the enemy at and in the 
vicinity of Vierzy, France, July 19, 
1918. With absolute disregard for per- 
sonal safety, ever conscious and mind- 
ful of the suffering fallen, Surgeon 
Boone, leaving the shelter of a ‘ravine, 
went forward onto the open field where 
there was no protection and, despite the 
extreme enemy fire of all calibers, 
through a heavy mist of gas, applied 
dressing and first aid to wounded 
marines. This occurred southeast of 
Vierzy, near the cemetery, and on the 
road south from that town. When the 
dressing and supplies had been ex- 
hausted, he went through a very heavy 
barrage of large-caliber shelis, both 
high-explosive and gas, to replenish 
these supplies. returning quickly with 
a side-car load, and administered them 
in saving the lives of the wounded. A 
second trip, under the same conditions 
and for the same purpose, was made by 
Surgeon Boone later that day. He 
served with the Sixth Regiment, United 
States Marines.” 

Distinguished Service Cross by the 
War Department, with the citation: 

“For extraordinary heroism in action 
in the Bois de Belleau, France, on the 
9th and 10th of June, 1918. On the 
two successive days the regimental aid 
station in which Surgeon Boone was 
working was struck by heavy shells 
and in each case demolished. This of- 
ficer continued without cessation, his 
treatment of the wounded, superintend- 
ing their evacuation, and setting an ex- 
cellent example of heroism to the offi- 
cers and men serving under him.” 

Besides these decorations, Com- 
mander Boone has been awarded the 
Meritorious Service Certificate by the 
War Department; two Croix de Guerres 
(Palm) from the French Government, 
and a War Cross and Diploma from the 
Italian Government. 

Commander Conklin 

Lt. Comdr. Frederic Lawton Conklin 
was born in 1888 in Manchester, Mich., 
and commissioned as an assistant sur- 
geon with rank of lieutenant, junior 
grade, in 1914. After some months at 
the Naval Medical School, Commander 
Conklin went to sea on the USS Mil- 
waukee. 

Assigned to duty at the Naval Sta- 
tion, Cavite, P. I., in 1916, the next 
year he was transferred to the Marine 
Detachment, Pekin, China. Later 
Commander Conklin served as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Medical Examiners 
for the Third Division of the Asiatic 
Fleet, and /aboard the USS Brooklyn 
and Pampanga.

In 1924, he was on duty on the Receiv- 
ing Ship, New York City, and at the 
Naval Hospital in Boston. 

Two years, from 1928 to 1930, Com- 
mander Conklin spent with the Guardia 
Nacional in Nicaragua, from whence 
he was assigned to the Naval Hospital 
in New York, his present station.

T WAS GRACIOUS OF Mrs. Hoover to christen the Akron. We have no doubt 
the President, in agreement with her, wished to emphasize the leadership in 
this type of naval craft, which the United States now possesses. The occasion 
gave the charming First Lady of the Land an opportunity to visualize the 








progress the country is making in air production and to contact the officers’ 


and men of the Navy responsible for the construction and the operation of 
the huge dirigible. We are told that since the ceremony, Mrs. Hoover has 
spoken enthusiastically of the vessel and its value to the nation as a pioneer 
in commercial travel and as a means of defense should the need arise. We 
sincerely trust the President, aware at first hand of the worth of dirigibles, 
will approve the suggestion advanced by Rear Admiral Moffett that our second 
airship shall be enlarged from the 6,500,000 to the 7,500,000 cubic foot volume. 
Indeed, there is no doubt that the next airships to be built will reach the 
10,000,000 cubic foot volume figure. 





FFRANCE IS LOOKING forward to the visit which General MacArthur, Chief 

of Staff, will make to her soil next month. He will be welcomed both 
as a gallant officer who ably helped in the destruction of German resistance, 
and as an expert whose observations on the maneuvers he will attend will be 
valuable in the development of French defense. But what will appeal far more 
to the distinguished Chief of Staff will be the opportunity afforded him to 
visit the cemeteries in which the American dead lie sleeping, and to place the 
laurel wreath of his affection especially upon the graves of the men who 
served under him with such outstanding devotion. There will be poignant 
memories for the General, but they will be accompanied by a fierce pride in 
the gallantry displayed by those who gave their lives for the ideals of their 
country. 





TH THE GREATEST RELUCTANCE will the President authorize inter- 

vention in Cuba. Yet such action is in prospect as a result of the revolu- 
tionary condition prevailing in that island. If the President so direct, the Army 
is prepared to move at an instant’s notice and to take charge of affairs in the 
West Indian Republic. The Platt amendment practically makes it mandatory 
for the United States to intervene under certain conditions, and such intervention 
already has occurred in the past. If troops should be sent to occupy strategic 
points, it is expected they will be in sufficient force to prevent any outbreaks. 
A General officer of tact and ability, who has an understanding of Latin- 
American characteristics, will be given command. In this connection, should 
possibility develop into certainty, we would not be surprised at the selection 
of Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, now about to be transferred from the Fifth 
to the Second Corps Area. General Nolan’s capacity for dealing with difficult 
situations, his knowledge ef Cuba, his acquaintance with Spanish, and his ability 
to organize and to create pleasant relations with all with whom he comes in 
contact, are matters of record. Undoubtedly, if the necessity arose, he would 
render excellent service in restoring free government to the Cuban people. 'f 
conditions in the New York area require General Nolan’s stay there it would no* 
be surprising should the choice of the President fall upon Maj. Gen. Frank R. 
McCoy, commanding the Fourth Corps Area. There is no question, either, of 
General McCoy’s fitness to discharge this important duty. 





JN DEFENDING HIMSELF from criticism provoked by his suggestion that the 

Scouting Force visit and stay in Montauk Bay, it was wholly unnecessary for 
Congressman Britten to give the country the impression that social entertain- 
ment only is responsible for the inclusion of Newport and Coronado in the 
itineraries of naval vessels. Mr. Britten well knows that Newport serves as a 
destroyer base, a naval training station and the site of the Naval War College, 
and that the bay on which Coronado lies is a scene of great naval activities, 
including, a naval training station, destroyers, submarines and planes, and if 
our memory is correct Mr. Britten himself has spoken of Camp Kearny near 
Coronado as a site for the mooring mast for the Akron when operating near 
San Diego. Montauk Bay is barren of naval accessories. As the incident shows, 
it is never wise for the Navy Department to order vessels to a definite point 
because of political suggestion, and we have no doubt the Montauk “battle” 
will make the authorities more careful in the determination of future itineraries. 
We would like to add, for Mr. Britten’s information, that the Navy has no 
“social butterflies,” and if there were any such their retirement would follow in 
short order. In times of peace, it is desirable for the morale of both officers 
and enlisted men to have the ships proceed to ports where liberty means enjoy- 
ment and where there will be an opportunity for the personnel to meet their 
families from whom they are so frequently separated. The small service pay 
granted makes it all the more imperative that the ships should visit places 
like Newport and Coronado, where, in spite of the general public impression, 
board and lodgings can be obtained within the means ofthe officers and warrant

(Continued from First Page) 
ment group from Langley Field to find 
and demolish the Mount Shasta was re- 

rted as due to faulty radio communi- 
cations between Langley Field and the 
surface vessels taking part in the op- 
erations, mechanical trouble which de- 
veloped upon the General Schofield, 
Army mine planter, which towed the 
Mount Shasta to sea, and the bad 
weather, which made the old freight- 
er practically invisible from above. 

Six observation planes and one 
Army blimp did find the target, and 
hovered over the hulk for more than 
an hour waiting for the appearance of 
the bombers, while near by waited the 
Schofield, the Army tug Reno, and 
Coast Guard cutter Mascoutin. At 
2:30 p. m., after waiting for several 
hours, the Schofield and Reno were or- 
dered back to port, and the Mascoutin 
recaptured the Mount Shasta, which 
had drifted some 15 miles into shore, 
but only after quite a struggle due to 
the heavy sea. 

The following day the Mount Shasta 
was again towed out to sea and an- 
other attempt to sink her was sched- 
uled yesterday. Maj. Gen. James E. 
Fechet, Chief of Air Corps, Maj. Gen. 
Edward L. King, Assistant Chief of 
Staff for G-(, and two of the three 
Navy observers, Lt. Comdr. S. P. 
Ginder and Lt. Comdr. M. R. Brown- 
ing, returned to Washington, Aug. 12. 

General Fechet, when asked about 
Mr. Ingall’s letter to Secretary Hurley, 
told the Journal, “I am not interested

It would 
give me and the entire Navy Depart- 
ment the very greatest pleasure to 
place at the disposal of the Army Air 
Corps a few of the naval patrol flying 
boats of the Scouting fleet which are 
at present temporarily based at Hamp- 
ton Roads, for your brother service 
has viewed with sincere appreciation 
the difficulties experienced by the Army 
pilots in flying out of sight of land to 
discover and bomb the old hulk, the 
Mount Shasta. These difficulties are 
the better appreciated since the ac- 
complishment of such type of activity 
has been the common practice for many 
years of the naval air service. Our 
ma‘eriel has been constructed and our 
personnel trained with that end in 
view. Therefore, the naval aviation 
Service will be glad to either guide and 
convoy the Army bombers to and from 
the target, or, if necessary, even under- 
take the entire mission of finding and 
destroying by bombs said old hulk.

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[SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


. Improvements in Army Transport Service.—Acquisition cf the liner Republic by 
the Army Transport Service, details of which are published on another page of 
this issue, marks a distinct step forward in overcoming objections which have 





previously been made regarding transport facilities for safety and comfort. Gen-' 


eral Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, is understood to have taken a keen 
interest in the improvement of the service and to have given every aid to Maj. 
Gen. John L. De Witt, The Quartermaster General, in. bettering the facilities af- 
forded Army personnel in traveling to and from their foreign duty stations. 

Another acquisition of the service, about which little has been heard, but 
which is nevertheless of vital importance te service personnel, is the new freight 
transport, formerly the SS James Otis, which has been renamed the USAT 
Ludington, in honor of the late Maj. Gen. M. I. Ludington, who was Quarter- 
master General of the Army from 1898 to 1903, The Ludington was taken by 
the Army from the Shipping Board in exchange for the USAT Kenowis. The 
new vessel, which has been idle for some time, is of approximately one-third 
greater cargo capacity than the Kenowis. It is scheduled.to sail today for 
Honolulu on its first trip in the Army Transport Service. When the entire. sail- 
ing schedule of the service is revised, as will be done within the next three 
weeks, the Ludington will alternate: with the Meigs on the Manila run: 

It will be recalled that when Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum made his report as 
The Inspector General of the Army for the year ended June 30, 1930, he expressed 
therein criticism of certain phases of the transport service—inadequacies which, 
as General Drum pointed out, had arison “for reasons of ecomomy.” The addi- 
tion of the Republie to the service will do much to correct some of the deficiencies 
pointed out by General Drum, while plans are under way to carry on further 
the improvements. 

One of General Drum’s criticisms was that the “Army Transport Service 
has made inconsiderable progress during its 30 years of operation in providing 
more comfortable living conditions for treop passengers, although in the same 
period great strides have been taken by commercial steamship companies in 
providing modern comforts and conveniences for their steerage passengers.” 
As far as the transportation of troops’on the Republic is concerned this situa- 
tion is corrected, for in that vessel the regular third-class accommodations 
(usually sold as “tourist accommodations”) will be used for the soldiers. Fur- 
thermore, crowding of troops, another objection-expressed by the Inspector Gen- 
eral, will be obviated on that vessel, for it has facilities for more than 1,300 
third or troop-class passengers in contrast to the 1,100 capacity of the combined 
Cambrai and Somme. 

The issue of mattresses and pillows to enlisted men traveling in troop ac- 
commodations in the old class transports, as suggested by the Inspector General, 
is now being experimented with on two of the other vessels. Post Exchanges 
have been established on all of the transports in lieu of the sales commis- 
earies. Legal objections have arisen to the establishment of post offices on 
board the transports, however. Assignment of line officers as permanent com- 
manding officers of transports has been accomplished. The Army personnel of 
the new USAT Republic has not yet been setected. 

Deficiencies in life saving equipment and fire detecting and fighting ap- 
paratus is also overcome in acquiring the Republic, for in that vessel the Rich 
system of fire detecting is fitted in all holds and similar spaees and automatic 
fire alarms are installed throughout the living quarters. The vessel has life 
boats and handling devices B sufficient for 2,670 persons, while her scheduled 
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capacity of erew and passengers is only 2,355. She has 42 ordinary life beats 
and four motor driven, all boats being served by mechanical davits of the Stew. 
ard type. 

Certificates of inspection by the U. s. Steamboat Inspection Service, alse 
were suggested by the Inspector General in his report. The transports all have 
been inspected during the past year. The San Mihiel was inspected Oct. 27, 
1930; Chateau Thierry, March 25, 1931; Grant, Jan. 10, 1931; Cambrai, Sept. 
20, 1930, and Somme, Oct. 3, 1930. While such inspections, as well as the li- 
censing of the officers of the crew, are not required by law, both are being done 


more and more by the service.

Newly Commissioned Officers Offered Club Memberships.—The Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Army Navy Country Club of Washington, D. C., has extended an 
invitation to young officers receiving their first. commissions in the services, 
whereby they may become members of the Club without payment of initiation 
fee, provided application for membership is received within ninety (90)-days of 
the acceptance of the first commission in the regular service. This membership 
is a very attractive offer to young officers’ who, during certain periods of their 
careers, will undoubtedly enjoy service in Washington; and the only call made 
upon them is for the payment of non-resident’ dues at the rate of $5.50 per an- 
num.

Army Clething Allowance Changes.—The new table of clothing allowances and 
price list of clothing and equipage published. in the revised Army Regulation 
30-3000, which became efféctive July 1, reveals a general decrease in clothing 
allowance, and at the same time a general decrease in the price of clothing 
and equipage. 

The initial allowance for dismounted men for this year is $81.57, as com- 
pared with $84.09 last year, a decrease of $3:52. Similarly the initial allowance 
for mounted men of dismounted and motorized organizations—the two are com- 
parable as the allowance for mounted organizations this year contains lace boots, 
an article which has not been issued heretofore—is $82.59, as compared with 
$85.03 last year. This is a decrease of $2.44. The initial allowance for the 
Army Band last year was $146.57, while this year it is $141.24, a decrease of $5.51, 

The total allowances for a three-year enlistment show a like decline, varying 
from a difference of $6.72 for dismounted men and $5.13 for the Army Band, to 
$6.48 for mounted men of dismounted organizations and motorized units. 

As set forth in Circular No. 32, War Department, Aug. 6, which is effective 
as of July 1, a table is given showing allowances for enlisted men of mounted 
organizations and of the mounted arms, in lieu of those shown in Table I and II 
in AR 615-40. The new allowances show an initial issue of one pair of lace 
boots and one pair for each of the three years of the enlistment, giving a total 
of four pairs of boots. One pair of leggins, dismounted, are issued under the 
initial allowance and one pair thereafter, in the second year. 

The initial allowance of garrison and service shoes is one pair of each 
as the initial allowance. Thereafter none are issued in the three-year term. 
The old table, effective before the adpotion of laced boots, showed seven pairs of 


shoes the total for the three-year term.

Army Transportation Changes.—A change in the Army Regulations made by 
Circular No. 31, War Department, Aug. 5, 1931, will be welcomed by enlisted 
men, for it entitles non-commissioned officers of the first three grades and 
civilian employees of the War Department when traveling in the military service 
East to an additional 10 per cent baggage allowance, as well as an automobile. 

The change is made in paragraph 19 a. which now reads, “The individuals 
enumerated in paragraph 10 a. (all grades of officers, warrant officers, non-com- 
missioned officers of the first three grades, non-commissioned officers of the 
fourth grade upon change of station without troops, civilian employees, classified 
service in military travel and Army Nurses) traveling by transport, pursuant 
to orders directing a change of station, are authorized to ship by transport the 
allowances prescribed in paragraph 10 a. plus 10 per cent additional on East-bound 
shipments, and in addition thereto one automobile. These allowances (baggage 
and attomobile) will precede, accompany, or follow such persons in accordance 
with their wishes provided that there is space available on the transport and, 
provided further, that the automobile plus 10 per cent additional on East-bound 
shipment does not displace other necessary shipments.” 

The change made occurs in the first line, which in the old regulation read 
“officers” instead of “individuals enumerated in paragrah 10a”. While this was 
interpreted to include warrant officers, it did not specifically include them. The 
change does include warrant officers. Army Nurses also are included in the old 
regulation, due to the rank they hold.

Medical Corps Selections.—With the prompt report and approval of the findings 
of the second selection board appointed to recommend seven lieutenant com- 
manders of the Medical Corps of the Navy for promotion to the next higher rank, 
naval circles were set abuzz with discussion of the consequences of the episode. 
At the time the report of the first board was returned to the Navy Department 
and a new board designated, it was flatly stated in the newspapers that the Presi- 
dent had failed to approve the report because it failed to include the name of his 
personal physician, and again last week when the approved selections of the 
second board were given out containing Doctor Boone’s name no denial of this 
statement was forthcoming. From this, it has been generally accepted that the 
President was responsible for the action, despite the White House announcement 
that the list was disapproved and returned “at the request of a high Navy 
official,” and of President Hoover’s letter stating that he “had no interest in the 
matter other than to see that the best men were selected,” the text of which was 
published in the Journal, Aug. 8, when the report of the second board was givet. 
Bearing out this, and of interest in view of setting of a precedent, was the pro- 
cedure used. In the Act of 1916, setting up the system of selection for the Navy, 
the following method is provided for the approval or disapproval of the report 
of a selection board: “Their report of the board shall be submitted to the Presi- 
dent for approval or disapproval. In case any officer or officers recommended 
by the board are not acceptable to the President, the board shall be informed of 
the name of such officer or officers and shall recommend a number of officers 
equal to the number of those found not acceptable to the President and if neces- 
sary shall be reconvened for this purpose.” 

In the present case, if it had been that there was an officer or officers unac- 
ceptable to the President who had been recommended, the report would have 
been officially disapproved and, according to popular conception of the law, the 
same selection board reconvened. 

However, this was not what happened The White House announced 
disapproval of the report, but instead of the old board being reconvened, a new 
one was appointed. The basic selection law for the Navy is not construed as 
contemplating the disapproval of a report because it failed to include an officer 
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who the President believed should be promoted and so did not provide for such 
a happening. What interests officers of the Navy is the question of whether 
the procedure used in the present case was in accordance with law. In any case, 
it is certain to act as a legal precedent which will change materially the system 
of selection in the Navy. 

Many officers look for a Congressional investigation of the episode. Some 
one on Capitol Hill is almost bound to be interested in the matter and press 
the adoption of a resolution compelling the production of the report of the first 
board. Should such a resolution pass there is no telling what would be the final 
outcome. 
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Navy Lieutenant’s Examinations.—The results of Navy lieutenants in their ex- 
amination for promotion to date are reported as very gratifying by the Bureau 
of Navigation. Of the 100 officers who are being examined for premotion to 
lieutenant commander this Summer, 52 have concluded physical and supervisory 
professional examinations. Nine officers failed physically, while of the remainder 
over 60 per cent, or 27 officers, have qualified for promotion. Th: 16 who failed, 
having taken supervisory exams, still have the opportunity to face the Naval 
Examining Board before they lose numbers. The group of about 100 lieutenants, 
coming up for promotion to the next highest rank, were all appointed lieuten- 
ants in 1921, having held that rank during the World War. They constitute the 
first group of the ex-warrant and ex-reserve officers who were commissioned in 
the Navy during the war. 


Makes Rum Charge.—Philadelphia’s Director of Public Safety, L. B. Schofield, 
who has had a “mad” on the Navy ever since one of his policemen was discharged 
from the Naval Reserve for wearing his naval uniform in securing evidence in 
a prohibition case, broke into print this week with charges of rum violations 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 


While swearing in 45 new policemen, Director Schofield told his new officers - 


that “as some of them were ex-Navy men, he was warning them that he would 
not permit things that passed unnoticed in the Navy.” 

“It is known,” he continued, “tha tliquor has been brought into the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard under the noses of guards, to sailors, Marines and-also the 
petty officers. We also know that liquor has been served to prisoners in the 
guard house.” : 

Schofield said that Navy officials were indifferent to conditions, and had 
ignored protests of the violations. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams, when asked about the matter, termed the 
charge as “too absurd to answer.” “Really, the thing is too scurrilous to merit a 
reply,” Mr. Adams said. “I’m not going to answer any more of ‘Scoffy’s’ charges.” 


To Test New Range Finders.—French competition appears to be entering into 
our search for range finders for anti-aircraft guns, as the Duke of Gramont has 
brought a model of a range finder to this country from France, which he claims 
is effective in training guns on planes with as much altitude as 25,000 feet. He 
will demonstrate his range finder before Army officers at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., at the same time a number of American made range finders are 
under test. The latter are expected to prove effective at ranges of 25,000 feet also. 

In the newspaper report of the Duke of Gramont’s device, he is quoted as 
saying: 

“A gun in the World War could only reach 10,000 feet. Now we have 
doubled the range, both in height and straight distance, so that, almost as soon 
as the objective is sighted, we can time the guns a few seconds ahead of the 
mark and we have a fair chance of bringing it down. 

“I do not want my invention to be considered a weapon of destruction. It 


is a defensive instrument, designed to protect our churches and homes.” 


Senator Hawes Holds Philippine Naval Bases Useless.—Senator Harry B. Hawes 
of Missouri, does not believe that the Naval bases in the Philippine Islands are 
of much value to the United States, according to an interview reported in the 
Manila, P. I. Tribune. A statement by Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo to the effect that 
in a grant of independence to the Philippine Islands, the island of Corregidor 
would have to be turned over to the Philippines, sent newspaper men to seek 
Senator Hawes’ views. 

In regard to the naval bases which the United States has in the Philippines, 
General Aguinaldo stated that we would be entitled to keep them. Senator 
Hawes’ opinion in this connection intimated that these bases were practically 
useless and that in the case of a grant of independence they, too, could be turned 
over to the Philippine government. 

He declared that the United States may not need fortifications to protect 
its interests in the Orient, as those interests are sufficiently protected under the 
four-power treaty. 

The Senator also pointed out, as he had previously demonstrated on a map 
published in the Sunday Tribune of June 28, that the United States could not 
defend the Philippines in case of a war with Japan. 

Any fortifications, he declared, which the Philippines might erect after 
independence is granted would also be useless, because the Islands would be 
well protected by the treaty declaring it a neutral nation. He indicated that 
the Philippines would be most safe under the treaty between the four powers, 
signed in 1921, or under a new treaty that might be made regarding the Philip- 


pines as an independent nation. 


Changes in Retired Pay.—Changes of considerable interest to retired officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men were made in the method of drawing retired 
pay in Circular No. 33, War Department, Aug. 7, changing AR 35-1760, AR 
35-2220 and AR 35-2640. 

Retired officers, warrant officers and enlisted men who have their pay de- 
posited to their credit with any person, bank or other institution, will be required 
to furnish the finance officer by whom he is paid at the end of each month proof, 
over his bona fide signature, that he is alive. Those retired persons living in 
the United States to whose order their pay check is drawn must, on the first of 
October of each year, report over his bona fide signature to the finance officer 
paying his account that he is alive. 

Reporting by cable or wire, as previously has been permitted, will not be 
acceptable. The monthly report must be for the month for which pay is to be 
drawn, and it must be over the bona fide signature of the payee. Persons entitled 
to draw retired pay, while traveling outside of the continental limits of the 
United States must also report each month for the pay period just ended that 
he is alive, and this, too, must be over a bona fide signature. 

An excerpt from the circular follows: 

“The following reports are required by finance officers covering classes of 
payment shown below, prior to making payment of retired pay. 

“(1) Each person on the retired list of the Regular Army who is paid by 
check drawn to his order will, on the first of October of each year, report, over 
his bona fide signature, to the finance officer paying his account, that he is alive. 

“(2) Each person on the retired list of the Regular Army who has requested 
that his retired pay be deposited to his credit with any person, bank or other in- 
stitution as provided for in paragraph b above; or who is residing or traveling 
outside the continental limits of the United States, the Philippine, the Hawaiian, 
or the Panama Canal Department; or who has given a power of attorney to 
indorse his checks; will, on or after the last day of each month, report, over his 
bona fide signature, to the finance officer paying his account, that he is alive. 

“(3) The guardian, conservator, or committee authorized to receive the pay 
of any person on the retired list of the Regular Army, will, on or after the last 
day of each month, report to the finance officer paying the account, that the 
retired person is alive.” 

While the circular is dated Aug. 7, It was searned in the Office of the Chief 
of Finance that the first monthly repert necessitated by the new regulation will 
net he reguired until the end of October of this year. 
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The Montauk Incident 


NTHUSIASM ‘and interest in the 
annual festivities and athletic 
competitions of the Scouting Force this 
week. gave way to discussion and gos- 
sip over. the motives which led to send- 
ing the 30 vessels of the Force to Ft. 
Pond Bay_at Montauk, L. L,. instead 
of. remaining at. Newport where the 
events usually have been held. 

The affair first came to light when 
a New York newspaper printed an 
article- stating that the officers and 
men of the Scouting Force were con- 
siderably incensed at. what they: felt 
was political “logrolling” in sending 
the force to the bay in order to adver- 
tise the little Summer colony of Mon- 
tauk, L. L,‘N. Y., and especially the 
Montauk Beach Development Corpora- 
tion,- in which Representative Fred 
Britten, chairman of the House Naval 
Committee, is alleged to be financially 
interested. 

It was at the request of Representa- 
tive Britten that the Scouting force 
was sent to Montauk for the annual 
athletic championships and many of- 
ficers and men were not at all pleased 
at having to leave their families at 
Newport for the week while the cham- 
pionship contests were being held 45 
miles away at Montauk, according to 
reports. They objected, principally, it 
was said, to what they felt was the 
Navy being used for the promotion of 
a commercial enterprise. 

Representative Britten, following the 
appearance of the article admitted that 
he had asked the Navy Department to 
send the force to Montauk, that he 
owned several acres of land there and 
owned stock in the Beach Development 
corporation, but denied that there was 
any connection between the two facts. 

He defended his action: in bringing 
the ships to Ft. Pond Bay and stated 
that he intended to ask the Navy De- 
partment to include Montauk in the | 
force’s itinerary in succeeding Sum- 
mers. 

“T believe in an operating Navy,” 
Mr. Britten is quoted’ as saying. “I 
think the ships should do more cruis- 
ing and more firing and should go - 
about from port to port instead of 
staying so long at Newport, R. I. I 
believe the same thing is true of ships 
on the Pacific Coast, and in December, 
when Congress convenes, I intend to 
suggest to Admiral Pratt that ships 
of the Battle Force, which spend most 
of their time in the San Diego-San 
Pedro area in California be ordered to 
operate also in the San Francisco-Se- 
attle-Puget Sound area.

“No doubt some of the sailors would 
prefer Newport or even New York, 
where they could get to Coney Island 
and amusement parks—though there 
is nothing at Newport for the enlisted 
men. Here they can engage in sports 
or go fishing—or else stay in bed. 
They’re better off here. Then as to 
the officers, I suppose we have a few 
butterflies in the Navy, but I wonder 
what they’d do if we had a war and 
they had to leave their wives and 
families for a year instead of a week. 

“I see no harm in letting the people 
of Newport know that after all this 
is the United States Navy and not the 
Newport Navy. Newport has no vested 
rights in the Navy nor in the Scouting 
Force.” 

Secretary of the Navy Adams, when 
asked about the episode, admitted that 
Mr. Britten was the sponsor of the 
visit, explaining that it was the prac-

KG GEORGE of England has 

awarded the Albert gold medal to 
Patrick Willis, the petty officer who 
superintended the escape of several of 
his shipmates when the British subma- 
rine Poseidon sank off Weihaiwei, 
China.

Argentina has purchased three sub- 
marines for their navy, the first sub- 
mersible craft that they have ever had. 
Congressional approval was voted sev- 
eral years ago and Italian shipbuilders 
were awarded the contract. The under- 
sea boats are to be named the Santa Fe, 
Salta and Santiago Del Estero, and are 
nearing completion. The vessels are 
each of 800 tons displacement and 
similar in design to recently construct- 
ed Italian submarines. 

Argentina’s neighbors preceded her 
in the acquisition of this type of ship. 
The Brazilian, Peruvian and Chilean 
navies each have submarines. 

a 

Mustapha Kemal is restoring to some 
extent the sea power which Turkey 
once enjoyed. Having greatly strength- 
ened the army and having created an 
air force, he is now turning his atten- 
tion to the fleet, which has been such 
in name only since the reign of Abdul 
Hamid. 

The budget for 1931-32 calls for an 
increase of $1,000,000 in naval expendi- 
tures, while the funds for the land 
force are cut $4,500,000. 

Turkey’s aim is a bigger navy, de- 
spite naval parity accords with Greece 
and Russia, which require the contract- 
ing parties to notify the other parties 
six months in advance of any naval in- 
creases. 

Turkey has not ordered any new 
units since these accords were signed, 
but soon her navy will be augmented 
by nine vessels being constructed in 
Italy. These include four torpedo de- 
stroyers, two submarines and three 
gunboats.

to help stimulate interest in the Navy 
and national defense.” 

“There is no extra expense involved 
in the visit to Montauk Point, as far as 
I can see,” he said. “The fleet would 
be moving some place off Newport, and 
Montauk is not far away. As I under- 
stand it, although I have never been to 
Montauk, there is a good harbor and 
it is a fine place for the men and of- 
ficers to go ashore to spend the week 
end. 

“The visit to Montauk was at the re- 
quest of Representative Britten. I 
know nothing of any real estate de- 


there.” 

On official statement issued by Rear 
Adm. W. R. Sexton, Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations, said: 

“Vessels of the Scouting Force were 
sent to Ft. Pond Bay at the request 
of Congressman Britten, and the Navy 
Department completed arrangements 
for this visit in Jan., 1931. The visit 
is being made as a part of the regu- 
lar Scouting Force operating schedule 
and is of the same nature as the many 
other visits of courtesy which the ves- 
sels in the forces on both the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts make to localities at 
the request of Senators, Congressmen 
and interested civic organizations. 
Naval ships have visited Ft. Pond Bay 
many times in past years.” 

The Navy Department’s announce- 
ment of the scheduled visit to Mon- 
tauk follows: 

The United States Scouting Force, 
under command of Vice Adm.

L. I. during Summer maneuvers from 
Aug. 10 to 16 inclusive. Six heavy 
heavy cruisers, seven light cruisers, 16 
destroyers, seven ships of Train Squad- 
ron One, Fleet Base Force and an air- 
craft tender with one squadron of 
planes will be present at Montauk. 

The majority of the ships will ar- 
rive there from Newport on Aug. 10, 
and after a week’s visit will return to 
Newport.

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Ceast Artillery Notes 


"THE Coast Artillery Board has had 

a-number of projects under con- 
sideration during the two -previous 
months. Among them: are instruments 
for training of stereoscopic observers, 
director for antiaircraft guns, a ¢om- 
parator controller with night glass for 
searchlights and. a stereoscopic fire di- 
rector for use with antiaircraft -ma- 
chine guns. 


Lantern and Mask—The artillery lan- 
tern Mi and lantern mask, T1, which 
have been under test, consist of ‘an or- 
dinary farm lantern for which has béen 
manufactured a sheet metal. mask. with 
a small slit for use as a night aiming 
point. The Coast Artillery Board. has 
found that this device is. unsatisfactory 
and has recommended that an ordinary 
tail light be used as a night aiming 
post. 

Stereoscopic Training—The Board has 
given serious consideration to the 
question of training stereoscopic ob- 
servers for antiaircraft. Already there 
has-been standardized one stereoscopic 
trainer made by the S. O. M. Company 
of France. This instrument will prob- 
ably not be available in quantity, at 
least for some time. The stereoscopic 
trainer made by Bausch and Lomb is 
to be provided and tested by the Board 
and it is ultimately intended that in- 
struments will be procured for use by 
the Coast Artillery School and by each 
regiment in service. 

Director T7—The Board has had under 
consideration the question of supplying 
an emergency fire control system for 
antiaircraft guns. It is considered ‘de- 
sirable to construct an emergency sys- 
tem to be attached to the height. finder 
of the 3-ineh antiaircraft gun for use 
as a data computor if, for any reason, 
the regular computor is unable to func- 
tion. It is desired, in addition, to de- 
sign a fire control system that can be 
constructed and issued in quantity in 
time of emergency and which can be 
supplied units until more computors 
are available. The instrument recom- 
mended for test will necessarily omit 
many features desired in the ideal type 
of gun data computor, but should ful- 
fill the requirements of an emergency 
system. 

Comparator Controller—The Board has 
had submitted to it three designs for 
mounting tracking telescopes, or field 
glasses, on searchlight comparator con- 
trollers. The problem of increasing 
the range of searchlights and the sys- 
tem of following the targets has been 
under consideration for a number of 
years. The use of tracking telescopes 
has also been under consideration. 
There were two general systems con- 
sidered. In one the glass moved with 
the searchlight beam and could not be 
traversed outside of the beam in either 
elevation or azimuth. In the other sys- 
tem the glass could be used outside the 
searchlight beam both in azimuth and 
elevation and its movement indicated 
on a dial to be installed on the com- 
parator. Thus, in the last system, the 
light would follow either sound locator 
data or the tracking telescope by 
matching pointers. The Coast Artil- 
lery Board has recommended that a 
Goerz Marine Night Glass be mounted 
on the comparator controller in accord- 
ance with the second system. 


Fire Director—There have been three 
general types of systems of fire con- 
trol tested for use with machine guns: 
data computors, individual tracer con- 
trol and central tracer control. No 
data computor so far devised possesses 
the requisite flexibility for machine 
gun fire control, exitensive tests at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground have deter- 
mined. 

No data computor has been able to 
function against a hedge-hopping at- 
tack plan, since there is not time enough 
to place the computor on the target and 
get a reliable flow of data to the ma- 
chine guns. It is indicated by tactical 
considerations that the vast amount of 
machine gun fire in time of war will 
be controlled by the individual gunners. 
Targets will appear for only a short 
time and very suddenly. It is recom- 
mended, therefore, that training in this 
method of control should not be neg- 
lected.. Such control is not effective 
beyond ranges of more than a thousand 
yards, extensive tests have shown. The 
efficiency of this method, it is pointed 
out, depends largely on having well 
trained gunners. 

In order to increase the effective 
range of machine guns, to provide a 
method suitable for use with personnel 
obtained in an emergency, and to pro- 
vide a system of controlled fire flexible 
enough te operate against a hedge- 
hopping target, a system by which fire 
from a machine gun platoon by stere- 
oscopic observation was devised and

Financial Digest 

ACCORDING to information received 

from E. A. Pierce and Company, 
continued weakness in medium grade 
Tail bonds is one of the unpleasant fac. 
tors in the current situation. It will 
be recalled that prior to the application 
for increased rates bonds of this class 
had suffered the effects of severe 
liquidation, but upon that news rallied 
substantially and for a time seemed to 
have made the turn. Recently a re. 
newal of steady selling has forced them 
back to the neighborhood of the low 
prices for the year and real investment 
demand seems to have disappeared. 

The renewal of bearishness toward 
all railroad securities is perhaps the 
outstanding feature of the market sit- 
uation at the present time. The indus. 
trials and the utilities averages were 
up recently, but the Dow, Jones’ rail 
average was off fractionally, thus 
strengthening opinion that the low 
point of the year, which is about five 
points under present average price, will 
be tested. 

It seems likely that price direction of 
the rail group will continue, for the 
next few days, at least, to be the most 
interesting fact connected with the 
present market. The average price of 
rails is not far above the low of the 
year and recent markets certainly gave 
no indication of completion of selling 
in the group, nor did it indicate a 
stiffening resistance. 

If the industrials do not follow ac- 
tively the apparent trend in the rails, 
constructive inference may be drawn, 
leading: to probability of a rally not 
or: in the industrials, but also in the 
rails. 





Private Mounts 


HE regulation governing the pur- 

chase and sale of private mounts 
by and from the Government has been 
revised and changed. Under the new 
regulation, AR 605-140, July 15, 1931, 
a veterinary officer, if possible, will be 
one of the members of the board of 
officers convened to pass on the horse 
to be purchased or sold. 

The new regulation also clarifies the 
point that a horse purchased by the 
Government from an officer cannot be 
paid for at a higher rate than the 
original price, and in no case at a 
higher rate than the average price of 
horses paid during the previous fiscal 
year.

“PLEDGED LAWBREAKERS 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


THANE God, the subject of this let- 
ter does not apply to some 90,000 
red blooded ministers whose names do 
not appear in “The World of Tomor- 
row,” a magazine edited by Mr. Kirby 


Page. 

Mr. Page recently sent out a ques- 
tionnaire to clergymen inquiring their 
views as to whether they would bear 
arms in case of future wars, and some 
19,000 stated they would not. Hence 
the subject: “Pledged Lawbreakers.” 
The questionnaires were sent to some 
53,000 ministers and only some 19,000 
replied, less than a fifth of the total 
number of ministers in the United 
States. Of those replying, from 677 to 
3721 confessed themselves in doubt 
upon one or more of the questions. The 
questionnaires were not sent to any of 
the 18,000 or more Roman Catholic 
clergymen, nor to the Lutheran clergy, 
nor to the Methodist and Baptist clergy 
of the South. ~ 

Think of these ministers, who are 
supposed to be leaders of men and 
examples of obedience to the laws and 
constitution of the United States, de- 
claring in advance they would not sanc- 
tien or support even a defensive war in 
the case the American government and 
people were attacked by the armed 
forces of a hostile power. 

Many of these ministers and laymen 
who are of the pink persuasion are 
classed as pacifists and do not hesitate 
to take the slackers oath, quote: “Go 
to war if you want to, but know this, 
we have pledged ourselves not to give 
you our young men, not to encourage 
or nurse your soldiers, not to knit a 
sock, or roll a bandage, or drive a 
truck, or make a war speech or buy a 
liberty bond”; such is the pledge and 
attitude of this class of people, and at 
the same time they are to preach and 
teach obedience to the laws and consti- 
tution of both state and nation; in a 
word, they are to be the exponent of 
law enforcement. 

This spirit of resistance to law is be- 
coming so common in this country as 
to constitute a grave problem, and is 
the underlying weakness of our nation 
today, and the sad note is that many 
ministers are ready to condone and en- 
courage it to the extent of disobeying 
the constitution and laws of the nation 
at a time when the very existence of 
the government might be at stake. 

If this nation were attacked, for in- 
stance by the armed forces of Soviet 
Russia, not only the life of the govern- 
ment, but the existence of religion it- 
self were thus threatened, it is prob- 
able that many of these pacifists minis- 
ters would change their minds. If they 
did not, they would change their voca- 
tions, because 95 per cent of the people 
in the pews of the churches are not so 
mentally twisted or pusillanimous that 
they would continue to be misrepre- 
sented in the pulpit by men so weak or 
so disloyal that they would in time of 
danger repudiate the cause of their 
country and give aid and comfort to 
the enemy by witholding support or 
sanction for their country’s ‘cause. I 
appeal to the red blooded clergy and 
laymen to be men and patriots, and 
stand shoulder to shoulder with such 
patriotic organizations as the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and all 
war veteran and patriotic organizations 
for the principles, traditions, and ideals 
that m our country worth while, and 
thus uphold the principles and tradi- 
tions for which the founders of the na- 
tion stood and fought.
